The- dispatch, ,it is stated, ended with 
much threatening language similar to 
that of a conqueror to his vanquished 
enemies; With reference to the pro- 
posed engagement of a Japanese official 
to act as Chief Adviser to the Central 
Government, it will be remembered 
that Oils' paper was the first to make 
the Intention known. This was at the 
time jof the appointment of the im- 
press Dowager's two envoys to the 
Mikado, a part of 'Whose mission, we 
stated, was to Invite Marquis Ito to 
fill thlH important pos£~ .As the Mar- 
quis could ill be spared by bis-country, 
he recommended Mr. Yano instead for

LONDON.'Nov. 16.—The story from 


Durban that General Joubert was 
killed by a fragment of a shell from a 
British naval gun'is not worth consid- 
eration, as doubtless it originated with 
the natives. . An inquiry by the Sun. 
correspondent at the War Office this 
evening brought out an answer which 
was tantamount to .. an authoritative 
denial, tbe officials stating that i they 
had news of Joubert subsequent to the 
rumored date of his death; Another 
Durban rumor that General Lucas 
Myer, who. commanded the 'Boers at 
Dundee, was ill and had returned to 
Pretoria, is equally uncpnfinnabte. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—So far there, is 


nothing* to confirm the report of the 
death of General Jonbert, commander 
in chief of the Boer forces, though the 
report comes 'from many ^different 
sources. At the same, time-many peo- 
ple believe the report to be well 
founded, as the General's death Is said 
to have occurred November* 9th, when 
the Boer riflemen were understood to 
be within 1,500 yards of Ladysmith. As 
severe fighting between the British 
and the Boers the same d&y has dnce 
been reported it is regarded in aome 
quarters as quite possible that General 
Joubert; always noted for his personal 
courage and coolness, "may have dan- 
gerously exposed himself In a personal 
reconnoissance of .the British position. 


If Joubert -were really killed on the 


battlefield it would seem to be the fit- 
test death for such* a gallant soldier. 
Even his foes admit that he fought 
squarely, and his action when General 
Symons died, In cabling his sympathy 
to 4he bereaved widow, «ets$ttsbed trim 
in the high, regard of all soldiers. It 
is claimed that the death of Joubert 
would be likely to lead to the adoption 
by the Boers of bolder and more active 
tactics, as it is wen -known General 
Jonbert was a cautious and conserva- 
tive commander end that he had con- 
siderable diffieulty-in restraining his 
hot-headed followers. 


FELL INTO A BOER TRAP. 


ESTCOURT, Natal, Wednesday, No- 


vember 15.—An armored train, having 
on board a. half-company of. Durban 
volunteers and a half-company of the 
Dublin Fuslleers, steamed to Cbiev&Isy 
early th.Ii morning. On its return it 
was shelled by tbe artillery of the 
Bows placed In four positions. Two 
tracks In front of the engine left tbe 
mils, toppling over.

' JAPAN AND RUSSIA. 


Conflicting Stories About Their Politi- 


cal Relations. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.— In view Of 


the reported imminence of war be- 
tween Russia and .Japan concerning 
rights in Corea statements made today 
by Alexander Pavloff, the Russian Min- 
ister to Corea, who happens to be in 
Washington as the guest of Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian Bmbassador here, are. 
most opportune and important. Pav- 
Icff is an accomplished ulploiaatist 
with an extended\expeYleBce ln; the 
Far -East, and was oa the staff of 
Count Cassini at Peking when: Russia. 
acquired Port Arthur and Talien Wan, 
and later was advanced to the post of 
Minister to Corea. Paylott'was seen at 
.the Russian Kmbesly -today *ni spoke 


quite frankly of the recent war rumors. 
He said: 
"I left Corea only four months ago, 


coming to St Petersburg, so that my 
iutarmattoo to quite direct and I as- 
sure you there is no basis whatever for 
reports of conflict between Russia and' 
Japan over Corea. On the contrary, 
the two countries .have entered into 
two formal compacts by which It Is 
agreed that Independence in Corea 
shall be maintained. These compacts 
were concluded at St Petersburg and 
Tokio and they are so explicit that the 
reports.of conflict aa 
to-sovereighty 


over Corean territory show an entire 
ignorance of the written ; agreement 
which Russl*and Japan are maintain- 
ing toward Corea.

"The war rumors appear to be based 


on an alleged conflict over the port of 
Masampo. It happens that I am per- 
sonally famiHar with this affair, as it 
developed .before I left Corea. Masam- 
po is one of the new treaty ports on 
the southern coast of Corea, There has 
been no question as to freedom'of the 
port to all nations alike, and no ques- 
tions of favor or. discriminations be- 
tween Russian and-Japan-have oc- 
curred as to thk port But a purely 
persokal and private difference arose 
some months ago as to the ownership 
of .certain lots at Masampo. Russian 
residents had secured a: right to pur- 
ohase. .itlhe tots and wetae -waiHitug .the 
assent. of Jthe Corean Government. 
Pending this consent Japanese citi- 
zens purchased the same rights. This, 
however, was purely a private differ- 
ence in which the Governments of Rus- 
sia and Japan had no part" 


THE OTHER SIDE. 


YOKOHAMA, Nov. 15.—On the Con- 
tinent Russia is now showing her 
hand without reserve. Liatung penin- 
sula, which Japan was forced to cede 
back to 'China, Is now Russian terri- 
tory.

Mr. Kamana was born at Waihee, 


Manlt *of poor parents In the year 
1,854. 
He attended school up to 18 


years of age, traveling daily four miles 
for mstrtfcOon and paying his own 
tuition 'by manual labor. Leaving 
school M 18 years of age he went to 
work under contract on a sugar plan- 
tation at $10 per month. At the end of 
three Tears he was receiving $13 per 
month and -had the confidence and 
good-will of his employers. 


In 1879 he went-to work as luaa M 


the Ookala plantation of which Col. J. 
H. Soper afterwards became manager. 
He began, work here at $35 per month 
and "found"; when he left six year* 
later in 1885, his salary had been ad- 
vanced tb $60 and "found" per month. 


In 1886. Col. J. H. Soper. who had 


become Marshal, and under whom Mr. 
Kamana worked at Ookala sent for 
hint to come to Honolulu to -fill-the 
position of night-watchman of 
tl>e 


Government building. Owing to the 
political changes-of S7, Mr. Kamana 
was reduced to ordinary police under 
Marshal Kauinkoa.

ence and, faithfulness he soon reached 
step by step the police captaincy.

Soon'after the late Judge Hitchcock,

Stable manure, night soil and waste 


products from the mill or sugar-house 
are sttlinsbandftd that at least ~ 500 
acres each year gets a liberal dose of 
these materials. The land so manured 
invariablr grows tire best cane, not 
suffering from occasional-droughts to 
the extent of fields treated with com- 
mercial fertilisers. Stable manure, is

gress I wiU relntroduce my bill for 
the government of Hawaii and will 
press it to passage, said Senator Cul- 
lom this afternoon. Continuing, the 
Senator said:

It will be remembered that a Con- 


gressional cohunittee of which I was 
a member visited Hawaii and made a 
full report 'The demands pf public 
business, growing out of the Spanish 
war, in connection with the crowded 
calendar, which always characterises a 
short .sessionLof Congress^like .the last, 
made it impossible to take up the Ha- 
waiian question. 
The people of the Islands have dem- 


onstrated their capacity for self-gov- 
ernment, are already thoroughly Amer- 
icanized and understand the conditions 
which have delayed action. They are 
patiently awatttog the pleasure of Con- 
gress, and, in my opinion, are entitled 
.to first-consideration. I believe' we 
should dispose of Hawaiian- matters 
before we take up any of the new insu- 
lar possessions. 
I confidently expect early action 


upon the Hawaiian bill. In my opin- 
ion the form of government which we 
propose for Hawaii could be given in 
a measure to Puerto Bico with benefi- 
cial results. Hawajl is to have a Gov- 
ernor and,a Legislature,.consisting of 
a Senate and a House of Representa- 
tives, whose members will be selected 
upon certain property qualifications. 
The qualifications for voters, that they 
must read and speak the native or 
English language 
underatandlngly, 
might be extended to Puerto Rico with 
other conditions. 


In Hawaii we propose to extend the 


jurisdiction of the Ninth Circuit Court, 
over which Judge Morrow of Califor- 
nia now presides. It might be consid- 
ered desirable .to place Puerto Rico 
within one.of the Southern or Easte 
circuits. 


While I expect the early passage 
the Hawaiian bill and believe tv . 
Congress will take up Porto Rico at 
the next session, I do not attempt to 
predict what win be done for the lat- 
ter island.
